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ters. The President saw the two 
men aboard. 

A brown and gold butterfly 
whirled above the President's 
head as he squinted at the de¬ 
parting craft. Seeing a group 
of familiar faces in the news 
corps. Mr. Kennedy asked how 
they liked "this sunshine in 
Newport." And he said some¬ 
thing. not clearly heard, about 
the contrast with Hyannis Port's 
foggy conditions last weekend. 

Mr. Kennedy was then driven 
to his yacht in an open con¬ 
vertible and the "vacation" re- 
. sumed with the cruise and 
lunch. 

No One Expected 

Pierre Salinger, presidential 
press secretary, said, at yester¬ 
day's briefing, "I don't antici¬ 
pate any oilier official visitors 
here this week " 

Mr. Salinger said he did not 
know of any planned visits by 
others in the numerous Kennedy 
clan, who had been so much in 
evidence at Hyannis Port. 

Today's press briefing by Mr. 
Salinger is scheduled at 11 a.m. 

An historic footnote to yester¬ 
day’s'appearance was provided 
by the Navy, which said the only 
previous time a President had 
formally spoken at the Naval 
War College was on July 22, 
190S, when Theodore Roosevelt 
gave a talk there. 

, Business Goes On 

While the vacation continues, 
so does White House business. 
The President is receiving two 
intelligence briefings daily, 
papers are flown in by courier 
for him to review and he has 
a mounting stack of Congress- 
passed bills to sign. 

Mrs. Kennedy has remained 
completely out of the public 
gaze since she arrived at Qu'on- 
set with the President on Tues¬ 
day. 

On Harrison Avenue, the por¬ 
tion of the Ocean Drive running 
past the Auchincloss estate, 
police have had little to do ex¬ 
cept shoo on a few motorists 
who sought to stop for a close 
look. 

In 'three checks yesterday, a 
reporter saw not more than a 
half dozen cars passing the 
autumn White House. Three 
girls on bicycles and wearing 
colorful scarves on their heads 
halted at the driveway and 
peered up the gravel way. They 
saw about as much as tire aver¬ 
age Newporter expects to see 
of the Kennedys - during this 
Weeklong vacation—nothing. 
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would abolish tlie Allied occupa¬ 
tional status in Berlin and make 
the Western sector a defense¬ 
less "free city." 

Mr. Gromyko was understood 
to have given no ground yester¬ 
day on the Soviet demands. 
U.S. officials were not unduly 
j pessimistic, however. 

Mr. Rusk was said to be 
heartened by the fact that Mr. 
Gromyko was conferring in 
sober, business-like and appar¬ 
ently sincere manner and- in¬ 
dulging in none of the bitter 
tirades which bo frequently have 
marked Soviet-American discus¬ 
sions. 

Mr. Rusk and Mr. Gromyko 
appeared very cheerful at the 
end of yesterday's session. 

Mr. Rusk. .said, "We had a 
very good lunch and a very 
good talk and will meet again 
Saturday morning.' Mr. Gromy¬ 
ko added that it would be a 
10:30 a.m. session. 

American officials said the 
"mood" of the talks was good. 

The tight lid of secrecy which 
Mr. Rusk oi’dered on details of 
the discussion lead some ob¬ 
servers to believe that the talks 
[were making progress and the 
U.S. secretary did not wish to 
jeopardize their success by pre¬ 
mature disclosures. 

Mr. Rusk had with him dur¬ 
ing the talks his two top ex¬ 
perts on the question — Charles 
E. Bohlen. special adviser on 
Soviet affairs, and Foy D. Koh¬ 
ler. assistant secretary of state 
for European affairs. Richard 
Davis, deputy assistant. secre¬ 
tary, and Martin Hillenbrand, 
director of the State Depart¬ 
ment's office of German af¬ 
fairs. joined some of the dis¬ 
cussion. 

The U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations, Adlai Steven¬ 
son. attended lunch but did not 
stay for the subsequent discus¬ 
sion.
